INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

THE COPYRIGHT NEGOTIATIONS. 

Extract from The Century Magazine, March , 1882. 

... Is it too late, even now, to suggest that 
there is nothing to prevent this country acting 
independently, and giving to English authors 
the rights which the English Government is per¬ 
fectly ready to accord to all foreign authors ? 
One effect of the present negotiations has been 
to confuse people’s minds as to their object, 
and to introduce questions of expediency into 
a matter in which they have no proper place. 
It is not the rights or interests of publishers 
which are primarily involved, but those of au¬ 
thors, and this is the first time in the history of 
literary property that the positions of the two 
classes have been reversed, and authors’ rights 
brought up as a ground for legislation to pro¬ 
tect the manufacturer of books. From one 
point of view this is an advantage ; from an¬ 
other, a positive detriment. If the manufacturer 
of books is to be protected against foreign com-' 
petition, let him be protected ; but let it be after 
we have redressed the injustice which we have 
so long inflicted upon authors. The one thing 
that the discussion about the proposed treaty 
makes clear is that no one can predict how it 
will work. The example of Canada just cited 
shows how little can be told in advance about 
the actual operation of the most ingenious 
scheme for reconciling conflicting interests. 
When several countries, and different tariffs 
and business customs and local laws are in¬ 
volved, the elements which enter into the deter¬ 
mination of the result are too numerous to 
permit their remote results to be estimated in 
advance. There is one thing, however, which 
we do know, and that is that.if the author is put 
upon preciselyjthe same footing in England and 
America, if the citizen of either country is given 
full protection to his rights in both, he will no 
longer be exposed to pillage and spoliation as 
he is now, and that the question of his rights 
will no longer be confused as they are now with 
the business interests of the manufacturer* 


Whether this is done by an act of Congress or 
by a treaty makes very little difference ; it must 
be confessed that the long delay in the negotia¬ 
tions for the proposed treaty is beginning to 
make people who have hoped for its success 
from the first sceptical as to the result. 

It is understood that the old objection to any 
recognition of copyright—that it tends to make 
books dear, and so throw an obstacle in the way 
of the education of the masses—will be raised 
in the Senate when the pending treaty, or any 
treaty, comes before it. This is really a difficult 
objection to meet, because with any one whose 
mind is in that curiously primitive condition in 
which he thinks that it is argument against ac¬ 
quiring property by purchase that pillage is less 
expensive, it is hard to find any common pre¬ 
mises to start from. It is, of course, for the 
interests of the masses that they should have 
cheap clothes and cheap food, but nobody ad¬ 
vises them to plunder their neighbors to secure 
these desirable objects. In early times it used 
to be done in the case of clothes and food, just 
as it is now in the case of books. In fact, there 
is no article of necessity or luxury that at some 
period of the history of the world has not been 
regarded alternately as property at home and 
spoil abroad. But the progress of civilization 
has convinced the world, as to all other kinds 
of property, that the universal recognition of 
ownership is the only guarantee, in the long run, 
of continuous and cheap production. 

But to those whose historical associations and 
sentiments are so strong as to blind them to the 
economic facts of the case, it may be suggested 
that the noble old system under which we have 
lived so long has already produced a cheap 
literature such as the world has never seen. 
No copyright treaty can be made retroactive, and 
the great body of English books have been 
already stolen. They are now and will always 
be accessible to the student at a ridiculously low 
price, and as this is an age of compromise, the 
wonderfully successful “ steal ” that has been 
accomplished might fairly be offset by conserva¬ 
tive senators as so much clear profit against the 
measure of justice for the future which authors, 
and publishers for them, now demand. 

The benefit to the United States from the es¬ 
tablishment of some just system of international 
copyright is not limited to the pecuniary advan¬ 
tages to be derived from it by the publishers. 
The statutes of this Government, which secure 
to authors the ownership of their copyright for 
a limited time, were passed for the object of 
encouraging the literary production of this 
country—that the United States might, as time 
went on, take its place among the most advanced 
nations of the earth in letters and science. In 
doing this, we formally renounced all belief in 
the stale fallacy that, because literature will be 
produced whether we protect it or not, therefore 
it should not be protected. Like other modern 
civilized nations, we recognize the fact that the 
first step in the promotion of any human indus¬ 
try is to guarantee the enjoyment of the results 
of their toil to those who carry it on. If we 
compare the scanty literature of the ancient 
world with that of modern times, we see that 
what wa§ once the luxury of the wealthy has 
become a common necessity. This is neces¬ 
sarily attributed to the printing-press. But 
does any one suppose that the wonderful activity 
of the printing-press would be one of the 
phenomena of our civilization if the advancing 
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protection of literary property had not made it 
possible for men to devote their lives to literary 
production with the same certainty of remunera¬ 
tion and profit that the merchant, or the manu¬ 
facturer, or the cotton-picker, or the hod-carrier 
enjoys ? Our domestic laws for the protection 
of copyright have played their part in fostering 
the literature which has been developed in this 
country within the past generation; and we 
have reached the point at which American au¬ 
thors look abroad as well as at home for a 
public, and the time is rapidly approaching 
when the whole English-speaking race will be 
the natural constituency of the American no 
less than the English author. To promote the 
cause of American letters now requires that we 
should take such means as will insure the fruits 
of our literary labor in foreign countries. The 
continuance of the present system would merely 
mean that our Government, for the sake of per¬ 
mitting the robbery of the citizens of other 
countries here, is glad to have its own citizens 
robbed abroad. 

American authors have, besides this, another 
direct stake in the matter, which is sometimes 
strangely overlooked. The facility of indis¬ 
criminate pillage afforded by the present condi¬ 
tion of the law between the two countries 
diminishes the interest of the domestic pub¬ 
lisher in the literature of his own country. As 
long as he can republish the latest novel or the 
latest history or book of travels, without paying 
anything for it, why should he be at the trouble 
and expense of finding a market for American 
books, for the copyright of which he has to pay ? 
If this does not have the effect of diminishing 
his interest in American literature, there must 
be something in the business of publishing 
books which makes the love of country a more 
powerful motive than it usually shows itself to 
be in other branches of trade. The publisher is 
governed, after all, by ordinary human motives, 
and if his love of gain does not lead to the 
absolute rejection of American books for the 
sake of the greater profit to be made by pirati¬ 
cal editions of foreign works, it must at least 
tend to reduce the royalty which he is willing 
to pay to the home author, and in this way the 
general value of American copyrights must re¬ 
main below their natural value until interna¬ 
tional protection is assured. 


THE QUESTION FORTY YEARS AGO. 

From The Century Magazine, March, 1882. 

Sir : The immediate effect of our memorial 
to Congress was to occasion the question of an 
International Copyright to be referred to a com¬ 
mittee of the Senate, of which Mr. Clay was 
chairman. The committee reported in favor of 
such a measure, and presented the draught of a 
bill [for the purpose ; but the session closed 
before the matter reached the other house, 
where, also, it was understood it would have 
been thrown out. 

Since that time, our own Government has 
appointed another mode of proceeding. Par¬ 
liament has empowered the Queen in council 
to proceed by treaty with the heads of other 
governments. Yet, the will of the President 
(even if Mr. Clay should be the next, which I 
strongly doubt) must, in such a case, depend 
greatly upon that of the people. 

The popular will, however, is rapidly coming 


round to the point we wish. The chief benefit 
of our former proceeding was in causing a dis¬ 
cussion of the question, far and wide. Some 
friends of mine obtained permission to argue 
the question in the New York Evening Post , 
and it ended in the complete conversion of that 
respectable paper, and of many by its means. 

Of late the American booksellers have al¬ 
most to a man come round to us—the authors 
being with us before. Some late failures of 
attempts on the part of the great house of Carey 
& Lea, of Philadelphia, to get the publishing of 
Lord Jeffrey’s “ Contributions,” and of North’s 
“ Recreations,” have converted these very potent 
enemies ; and I have heard that our arch-enemy, 
the firm of the ***** * are also 
coming round. However that may be, a great 
stir is making, and a petition for an interna¬ 
tional copyright treaty is to be presented to 
Congress this session, signed, it is said, by 
every author and every bookseller of eminence 
in the United States. I never hoped that the 
bulk of the people could see the matter in its 
true light till the booksellers were with us. 
Now, I really hope it will not be long before the 
fitting thing is done. It would have made the 
entire difference in the fortunes of many of us, 
if such an arrangement had hitherto subsisted ; 
for the circulation of our works is such as no¬ 
body here conceives of. Every person in the 
New England States being a reader, and every 
house from the Red River to the Bay of Fundy 
having a book-shelf, the diffusion of our works 
is such as cannot be imagined from the re¬ 
stricted circulation we have here. 

The ingenuousness of your avowal of your 
own former indifference assures me that you 
will now do what you can to obtain justice 
to authors, by securing to them the property of 
their works. 

My health cannot be re-established, thank 
you ; but it is not worse than it has been for a 
long time past. 

I will just mention that it is desirable to ply 
Mr. Everett well about this copyright matter. 

I am sure he is of our mind about it; and we 
must enable him to tell his Government how he 
is teased about it. Let us all ply him well.

They have in preparation “A 
Complete Digest of the United States Su¬ 
preme Court Decisions, from its Organization 
to 1882 Inclusive,” in two octavo volumes ; and 
a “Table of Cases Argued and Adjudged in 
the Supreme Court of the United States, from 
its Organization to the Present Day,” in one 
volume. 

Orange Judd Co. have in press a practical 
treatise on “ Sweet Potato Culture,” by James 
Fitz. This little volume will contain full in-* 
structions from starting the plants to harvesting 
the crop ; also a chapter on the Chinese yam. 
Another work of importance is “ The Chemistry 
of the Farm,” by R. Warington, who treats the 
relations of chemistry to agriculture in as 
popular a manner as is possible, clearly and 
concisely, and so as to interest every reader 
who is seeking information upon the subject. 
In addition to these works they will issue 
shortly a new, revised, and enlarged edition of 
“ Peach Culture,” by Hon. J. Alexander Fulton. 
This standard work has been partly re-written 
and brought down to date in ever)'’ particular. 

Benziger Brothers have published a 
translation of the Abbe Dubois’ “Zeal in the 
Work of the Ministry.” It is a reprint of the 
London edition, now entirely out of print. 
The French work has gone through several 
editions. They have also ready “ An Instruc¬ 
tion on Mixed Marriages,” addressed to priests 
by Bishop Ullathorne ; a new edition of Bishop 
Challoner’s “Think Well On’t,” and a revised 
edition of Father Keller’s “ Life and Acts of 
Pope Leo XIII.” This has nearly a hundred 
pages more than the old edition, together with 
many additional illustrations, and contains a 
full account of the ceremonies attending the 
canonization of the new saints, sketches of the 
new cardinals, bishops, etc. They will issue 
shortly a translation of Bishop de la Bouil- 
lerie’s “ Meditations sur L’Euchariste.” 

Robert Clarke & Co. have in press “ The 
Elements of Forestry,” by Franklin B. Hough, 
Ph.D., of the Forestry Division, Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. The volume 
is designed to afford information concerning 
the planting and care of forest trees for orna¬ 
ment or profit, and gives suggestions upon the 
creation and care of woodlands, with the view 
of securing the greatest benefit for the longest 
time. The work which is particularly adapted 
to the wants and conditions of the United 
States. It is announced, “ will be illustrated 
by engravings in the text, as the subject may 
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require. Technical details will be avoided, and 
care will be taken that the definitions and terms 
used are concise, plain, and easily understood. 
No theoretical discussions will be introduced, 
and no statements but those founded upon ap¬ 
proved authority.” 

A. D. F. Randolph & Co. announce several 
beautiful Easter gifts bound in exquisitely 
hand-painted parchment and canvas covers. 
Among them may be mentioned William Wil- 
berforce Newton’s “Voice of St. John ; or, the 
Story of the First Easter Day; ” “ Easter 
Chimes and “ Day Break, an Easter poem 
by Julia C. R. Dorr, who will be remembered as 
the author of “The Legend of the Baboushka,” 
a Christmas poem issued last year. They have 
also issued the clever satire “The Decorative 
Sisters,” in a new cloth binding with conven¬ 
tional hand-painted crane, fan, and sun-flower 
designs, and tied with olive-colored raw silk ; 
four packages of “ Leaflets in verse,” by Fran¬ 
ces Ridley Havergal; and their calendar “ Daily 
Steps Upward,” in book form. They also an¬ 
nounce “Weekday Living,” a book for young 
men and women, by Samuel Pearson. 

Jas. R. Osgood & Co. have published an im¬ 
portant work, entitled “ The Horse in Motion,” 
as shown in a series of views, by instantaneous 
photography, with a study on animal mechanics, 
• founded on the revelations of the camera, in 
which the theory of quadrupedal locomotion is 
demonstrated, by Dr. J. D. B. Stillman. This 
work is the outcome of a series of experiments 
undertaken by the direction and at the expense 
of Leland Stanford, President of the Central 
Pacific Railway. They were begun with a sin¬ 
gle camera, to get an instantaneous view of a 
famous trotter in rapid motion, and afterward 
continued with an increasing number, until 
twenty-four cameras were employed,\giving as 
many views of the horse in a single stride at 
intervals of one foot. These experiments were 
extended to other quadrupeds, such as oxen, 
deer, dogs, etc. The volume is prefaced by 
Leland Stanford, and contains anatomical illus¬ 
trations in chromo, after drawings .by William 
Hahn, and more than one hundred heliotypes 
and photolithographs, and more than one thou¬ 
sand figures. 

Ref.s, Welsh & Co., 23 South 9th st., Phila¬ 
delphia, announce two very valuable and im¬ 
portant law books: “The Law of Landlord 
and Tenant in Pennsylvania,” by Tatlow Jack- 
son and Joseph P. Gross. This work has re¬ 
quired a vast amount of labor, and has been in 
preparation for a number of years. The sub¬ 
ject is a very difficult one to handle, but the 
authors are well-known members of the Phila¬ 
delphia Bar, and its scope and thoroughness can 
be fully relied upon. They have added to it an 
appendix of precedents and forms of pro¬ 
cedure. It will be in one volume, octavo. 
They will have ready, about the same time, 
“ The Decisions of the Hon. John J. Pearson,” 
President Judge of the Twelfth Judicial Dis¬ 
trict of Pennsylvania, edited by Wm. Pearson, 
Esq. For a generation Judge Pearson’s court 
has had, by statute, exclusive jurisdiction of all 
the great questions which have arisen between 
the commonwealth and the great corporations 
which she has created. All the tax cases are 
tried in this court, and all the railroad com¬ 
panies, canal companies, coal, iron, oil, mining, 
and insurance interests have had their appeals 


heard. This work will be of great value to 
every corporation lawyer and corporation man¬ 
ager. None of these cases have been before re¬ 
ported. They have just published “ The Sheriffs’ 
Interpleader Act,” by D. H. Bowen, of the Phila¬ 
delphia Bar, which gives in a concise and accu¬ 
rate form the decisions in the Courts of Penn¬ 
sylvania, under the act of 10th of April, 1848 ; 
and the “ Luzerne Legal Register Reports,” 
containing cases decided in the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania. These are taken from the 
“ Luzerne Register,” and are edited by Geo. B. 
Kulp. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will publish, on 
the nth of March, the “Life of John Quincy 
Adams,” by John T. Morse, Jr. This is the 
first volume in the series of American Statesmen , 
of which Mr. Morse is the editor. This series, 
as now planned, will contain from ten to fifteen 
i6mo volumes of the same general style as the 
series of Ameiican Men of Letters. The River¬ 
side Press is evidently taking pains to produce 
as good a style of book as it can, and the popu¬ 
lar favor with which the American Men of Letters 
meets shows that the experiment has been suc¬ 
cessful. Mr. Morse gives the incidents in the 
life of John Quincy Adams, and states the 
political circumstances of the time and the re¬ 
lation of Mr. Adams to the political events of 
his era with great skill and force, and the volume 
cannot fail to be very acceptable to the large 
number of people who would Jje glad to gain in 
brief volumes the facts in the lives of those who 
have been most conspicuously associated with 
the political history of our country. At the 
same time will appear the second volume of the 
new edition of Bret Harte’s complete works, com¬ 
prising “ The Luck of Roaring Camp, and Other 
Stories,” including “ Earlier Papers,” “ Spanish 
and American Legends,” and a portion of the 
“Tales of the Argonauts.” The first volume 
of the new edition has proved very popular, as 
its mechanical excellence, as well as the attrac¬ 
tion of its contents,'merits. “The Artistic and 
Domestic Life of John Singleton Copley,” the 
distinguished American portrait painter, written 
by his descendant Mrs. Martha Babcock Amory, 
will also be published March 11 in a large 
octavo, which, in addition to the “ Life of Cop¬ 
ley,” will contain reminiscences of his son 
Lord Lyndhurst, Lord Chanceller of Great 
Britain. A superb steel-engraved portrait of 
Copley is prefixed to the volume. Simultane¬ 
ously with these will appear a new edition of 
Montford’s “ Euthanasy; or, Happy Talk 
Toward the End of Life,” a very thoughtful and 
cheering book ; Spedding’s “ Evenings with a 
Reviewer,” in two volumes, pointing out the 
mistakes and consequent misrepresentations in 
Macaulay’s famous “ Essay on Bacon ; ” and 
the three volumes of Modem Classics heretofore 
announced but not yet published. 


A posthumous work by M. Villemain, entitled 
“ La Tribune moderne en Franee et en Angle- 
terre,” has just been published by M. Calmann 
Levy. 

Bismarck is preparing “ Memoirs,” for post¬ 
humous publication. His two sons aid him 
in the work, but he reserves for his own hand 
exclusively the sections relating to the extra¬ 
constitutional struggle with the Prussian Cham¬ 
bers, the wars of 1866 and 1870, and his Russian 
mission and visits to Biarritz. 
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The prize for the most valuable work in po¬ 
litical and moral science produced in Belgium 
during the past five years has been awarded by 
the Belgian Government, on the unanimous re¬ 
port of a jury, to M. Emile de Laveleye, for 
his “ Lettres sur l’ltalie,” his “ L’Agriculture 
beige,” and the new edition of his “ La Pro- 
priet6 et ses Formes primitives.” 

Mr. Elliot Stock has published a reprint 
of the paper read last year by Mr. Henry B. 
Wheatley before the Society of Arts, on the sub¬ 
ject of Bookbinding. Historical notes are given 
of the progress of bookbinding from the earliest 
times, to which are appended brief accounts of 
the mechanical portions of the art as practised 
in the present day. The reprint is illustrated 
with some fine fac-similes of tooled work of 
various ages. 

“ Salaminia (Cyprus); its History, Treas¬ 
ures, and Antiquities,” is the title of a forth¬ 
coming work by Alexander Palma di Cesnola. 
It will have upward of seven hundred illustra¬ 


tions, and extend to three hundred pages. It 
will describe the principal objects of antiquity 
derived from ancient sites which were excavated 
by A. P. di Cesnola from 1876 to 1879 in the 
island of Cj r prus. The antiquities now form 
the Lawrence-Cesnola Collection, and are en¬ 
tirely distinct from the New York Collection of 
Cypriote Antiquities obtained by General L. 
P. di Cesnola. 

Lord Rowton, the literary executor of the 
Earl of Beaconsfield, is arranging the Earl’s 
earlier papers with a view to publication. The 
quantity is very large, and among them are a 
considerable number of letters of a somewhat 
romantic cast, written during his Eastern jour- 
neyings. There are among the papers many 
letters from the Queen of special interest, but 
it is doubtful whether these can be published 
just now. Her Majesty has permitted Lord 
Rowton to see Lord Beaconsfield’s letters to 
herself, of which he kept no copies ; but these, 
too, of course, it is not intended to print at 
present.
